Those who have analyzed the rul- 
ing of the Railroad Commission in 
the I. C. coal rate case have discover- 
ed that the opinion is a refusal to 
grant the rate asked for Hopkins- 
ville, instead of a confirmation of 
the 6o cent reduced rate. A proviso 
;in the order imposes conditions that 
the Railroad will n(jt accept and that 
is of course a defeat for Hopkinsville. 
Here is an extract from the opinion: 

"In the opinion of the commission 
that the application of the Illinois 
Central he granted, !ir<ivide<i, how- 
ever, that the rates to intermediate 
points shall net be in excess of those 
rates fixed by order of the Commis- 
sidh in the case of the Hopkinsville 
Business Men's Association vs. the 
L. &H., which rates are as follows: 

"Prom minaa twenty miles distant 
and under, forty cents; from thirty 
miles and over twenty, fifty cents; 
from forty and over thirty miles, 
sixty cents; from fifty and over forty 
miles, sixty-five esnts; from sixty 
and over fifty miles, seventy cents." 

Princeton being an intermediate 
point within 20 miles of some of the 
ntinss would have to be gNen a 40- 
eeat rate for Hopkinsville to get 60 
cents. Roth are now paying 75 cents. 
All other intermediate points would 
get the L. & N. rats, which would in 
manycassabo loworthaa Hopkins- 
ville gets.

Furnished KneMfb Matsflal fsr 
the Whole Strueture. 

Tn Santa Rosa, Cel., ia a Baptist 
church building, the product of a sin- 
gle giant redwood tree wliich grew 
tu the neighhorhaed of Onemevllle, a 
few miles distant -RMn where it now 
stands. Not only la the main strnc- 
ture built from the one tree, but the 
Interior finishings— except the floor, 
which Is of pine — are of the same 
wood, beams, pulpit and seatlngs. not 
a particle of plaster or other similar 
material being naed la thla roaark- 
able building. 

The tree when sawed yielded 78,- 
000 feet of lumber, and after the build- 
ing was finished in every particular, 
enough material was left to manufac- 
ture several thousand shingles, be- 
sides a quantity of scantlings, joists 
and other dimension stuff. So careful- 
ly were the details planned and so 
skilfully wag tbe framework put to- 
gether, that the biillders of this one- 
tree church declared it might ba as 
enduring as tho old Saxon churches 
of England built centtiries ago out of 
native timber and still In use. It Is 
gothic In style, finished vHth massive 
buttresses outside and heavy beams 
inside. A tower "0 feet high was built 
on the southwest comer, but It came 
down at tho time ot the great aartkr 
quake In 1906.

There iaont' county 
in Georgia, however, that ia showing 
otheti what eaa be done in raMng 
hogs. Brrnks County holds the dis- 
tinction of producing and se'linR 
more bacon than any other county 
in Qeorgia. Recently 22 wagon 
loada of eared bacon were ddlvered 
at Quitman in one day, ThIsaBUNia* 
t d to 45.000 pounds. 

L«at year Brooke County rdicd 
the meat necefsary for home eon- 
sumption, shipped out several ear- 
lra1s of ho(;s, and in addition aold 
150,000 pounda of bacon at an aver- 
age price of 14 eaata a poand. Thia 
year It is estimated that Firooka 
C)untywill sell 250,000 pounds of 
bacon in addition to what is rerded 
for home eonaumption and the large 
numbers of hoga ahippod to the 
market. About 1,000 of fat cattle 
will also bo marketed from the 
county. The raising vt live stoclt 
has not been aocompliahed at a aac- 
riflee of other crops, bat haa been 
product'd in a(J(iili;jn to the regular 
crops, with the result that those who 
have taken up this line of work are 
becoming the leading and the must 
prosperous farmers in the county. 
The cish receipts for the live stock 
und bacon sold from the county ia 
near $100,000. ^ 

What ia being done in Brooks 
county it is believed could be done 
io every county in the South. ThU 
would put the farmer on a better 
finindal footing, because he would 
not be dependent upon cotton as his 
sole caabcrop, which can bo market- 
oJinoariy^MliwwhMifHniera are 
BO often in need of ready money.

Prophesies Total of 630,- 
000,000 BosJiels. 



Washington, May 11.— Keatneky's 
winter wheat yield will ba ninety- 
elRht per cent of tha poarible crop, 
on an acreage 745,000 aeras, it is es- 
timated here by the Department of 
Agricultora, in a boUatin joat pre- 
pared. 

The bulletin tft*f»W that the 
production of wbastia Kentucky 
will be 10,200,000 boaiiah. 

That this year's will be the great- 
est crop of winter wheat ever grown 
in the United States, one-fifth again 
as large as the record crop grown 
last year and more than half as large 
again as that harvested in 1912, is 
the prediction in the bulletin. 

In all 6:W,000,OUO bushels will be 
produced i^ the highly favorable 
weather conditions existing since 
the crop was planti'il List f.ill cmitin- 
ue until harvest time. The acreaRe 
abandoned through unfavorable con- 
ditions of winter weather amounted 
to only three and one-tenth per cent 
of the area planted an unusually 
low area. This makes the area to be 
harvested the record one of 88.887.- 
000 acres. 

Indications in Kansas are that that 
State will have a crop of 132.000,(KK) 
bushels, and in Oklahoma the indi- 
cations are for 35,000,000 bosbels.
